Many poultrymen wish to carry 
over the best of their present laying 
birds for another year’s production 
and are enquiring as to the best means 


ot putting the flock into a forced 


the best egg markets. It should be 
kept in mind that it takes from two 
and a half to three months for birds 
to complete the moult and to be back 
into production and, therefore, if it is 
wished to have the birds well into the 


should be lost in moulting them. 


The procedure is very simple. The 
flock should be culled so that only the 
most desireable birds are being kept 
over. A clean range shelter should be 
provided on good clean pasture. The 
birds to be kept over should be moved 
to the range shelter and receive noth- 
ing but pasture and plenty of fresh 
water for four to seven days. Then 
they should receive whole oats at lib 
with oyster shell and grit, pasture and 
water, until fairly well through the 
moult. When the moult is nearing 
completion, laying mash should be 
Placed before the birds and, if neces- 
sary, they can be given a little addi- 
tional mixed scratch grains to build 
up body weight. 


When the birds are just about 
through the moult and ready to come 
back into production they should be 
removed into the laying quarters and 
fed and managed in the regular man- 
ner for a laying flock.

Continuing from last week, we are 
giving you an outline of how Contag- 
ious Abortion is spread, and other es- 
sential facts the Veterinarian 
standpoint. This outline should prove 
very interesting and enlightening, and 
it is proposed to have this series con- 
tinue so that complete understanding 
may be entertained by every rate-pay- 
er in our Municipality 

(1) Spread by germs. 

(a) Received by other 
cows from feed and water. 

(b) Individual contact with infected 
animals.

This arises from the tact 
destroys the calf interuterously by 
lodging in the placentas. This would 
seem to be the central point of infec_ 
tion and retains the germ for a long 
period of time. An infected cow will 
destroy the male sperms if bred dur- 
ing a period of 8 months, after losing 
her calf by abortion. 

Furthermore, the diseased placentas 
cause retention of the afterbirth thus 
harboring and multiplying the germs 
much more numerously and causing 
copious dischafes. These discharges 
may fall on the pastures and other 


the germ 


' 
feeding grounds thus making it pos-, 


sible for other animals to become in- 
fected. 


A cow that has become infected will 
carry the calf from 4 to 6 months. She 
will also abort once and she may calf 1 
year later and bring forth a normal 
calf, however, she will again discharge | 
thus she is a constant carrier of the 
germs. 

(3) Males hardly ever become infected 
and if they do the testicles become 
very badly swollen and discharges em- 
anate from the sheath. It has been 
noted that infection in herds produces 
reduction in milk flow by 18%. A} 
secondary point of infection is the ud- 
der, the germs lodging in the aleovoli 
which permit the germs to pass into) 
the milk and if drunk by humans 
without being pasteurized, the recip- 


ient is apt to become infected with 
whatis known as Undulant Fever, 
which may make the individual sick 
from 3 to 5 years. 

(4) There is no cure for Bang’s Dis- 
ease. Some of the live germs have 
been isolated and have been incorpor- 
ated into serum or All an- 
imals can be tested by the Agglutina- 


vaccine, 


tion Test or Blood Test. These tests 
will show either negative or positive. 
If a farmer finds that many of his 
cows show positive he should endeavor 
to clear up his herd by having all) 
heifer calves that he wishes to retain | 
for breeding stock, vaccinated with the! 
living baccillus. As these calves mat-! 
ure they develop an immunity in 18 | 
months, All calves should be vaccin-| 
ated between 4 to 8 months. This! 
will give them an opportunity to de-| 
velop the required immunity and when | 
bred will produce normal calves and | 
dams will not be carriers of the dis-| 
ease. However, bear in mind that the! 
calves of these cows must in turn be 
vaccinated if we wish to retain them| 
so that they will not become infected! 
at a later date. As these calves grow 
to maturity and freshen, the older 
cows, which are carriers, can be mark- 
eted for slaughtering purposes. It is 
estimated that if a vigorous campaign 
is maintained for upwards of 14 years 
all cattle in this Province will have 
the required immunity and the disease 
will be stamped out. It will be noted 
that when calf vaccination is employ- 
ed, the calves develop their immunity 
before the first eastrum period occurs. 
(5) Prevention; Isolate all cows that 
abort. It is not necessary that Bang’s 
Disease has caused this abortion, but 
the cow may have slipped or have 
been prodded by one of the other an- 
imals, therefore, as a safety measure, 


| 


all bedding and the afterbirth should | 
if the calf is dead at birth 
it should be burned. The premises | 
should be sterilized with a 3% creolin 
solution. A good plan to follow is to 
mix the 8% creolin solution with the) 
lime and white wash the walls. A} 
point to remember is that sometimes | 
up to 3% of the heifer calves vaccin- 
ated will not become immune, however 
this is a much smaller loss than would 
have occurred if none of 
had been vaccinated. The Department 
ot Agriculture, Health of Animals 
Branch, will vaccinate calves listed 
on an application form, twice a year, | 
November and May. The November | 
vaccination will immunize all calves | 
born during the period of the year be- | 
tween May and November. Those that 
are not 4 months of age together with | 
those born after November are to be 
vaccinated in May. The vaccines are | 
supplied free by the Provincial Health | 
ot Animals Branch. and they must be 
administered by certified and approv- | 
ed Veterinarians. The dates for vac- 
cination for the respective communit- | 
ies must be set by the breeders of the 
community. Incidentally, the price for 
vaccination for the various numbers 
of calves has been set by the Cattle 
Breeders Association of the Province 
of Alberta. This rate is in addition to 
the mileage charged by the Veterinar- 
ian, which has been established as 8c, 
a mile.
